contract as requested and so make the Lake- 
¥rontavailable. A few think that they can 
utilize it without the consent of the road. 
The scheme of these directors is to tunnel 
ander or bridge over the [Illinois Central 
tracks, and then begin piling without filling 
in. Where then would the money come from 
for temporary piling, which will be of no per- 
‘manent benefit? The plan undoubtedly is 


Fair corporation. Yet all conservative 
directors hold*that the corporation cannot 
stand the expense. It must have $10,000,000 
for buildings and for putting the grounds in 
order. The “pamping-out ”’ scheme is just as 
feasible and probably would not cost so much 
money. Yet the argument against that has 

"been that it is too expensive for the board to 
attempt. 

As a matter of fact, 1f the Illinois Central 
foes not come to time the plan will be to use 
only that part portion of the Lake Front al- 
ready in existence. The council will be asked 
to so amend the ordinance as to make this

Another thing that may cause trouble is 
transportation. The commission was assured 
that between the sites it would be either free 
or at a merely nominal cost. The Illinois 
Central controls the matter, however, and so 
far has entered into no agreement regarding 
rates. Nor has it shown any, disposition to 
put itself out in any way to make the Fair a 


success.

Real-estaté men, and especially those whose 
interests are dependent in any form on the 
location of the World’s Fair at Jackson Park, 
are scarcely in a suitable frame of mind to 
rise up and call Mr. Olmsted blessed. They 
are a unit in deploring the unfortunate inci- 
dents which have been connected with the 
selection of a site. Their comments range all 
the way from modest criticisms of the World’s 
Fair Committee in not discovering these nat- 
ural difficulties at an earlier stage of the pro- 
ceedings to insinuations as to the judgment of 
Mr. Olmsted and off-hand abuse of the Illinois 
Central railroad. 

“If that committee does a little more work 
in this style it will hurt Chicago more than 
the panic of 1873 or the big fire,’’ said R. C. 
Givins after reading the account given by 
Mr. Olmsted of the disadvantages offered by 
Jackson Park. 

A few expressed themselves as satisfied with 
the course taken by the Commissioners and 
said that the slow advance made on the site 
question was excusable in view of the compli- 
cations to be overcome. This class consisted 
principally of men with West and North Side 
interests who had “dark horse”’ sites to pro- 
pose, 

The recent movement in Wabash avenue 
prices may be affected in case further compli- 
cations arise in regard to the Lake-Front end 
of the site. In fact local Fair site property is 
so far above real values that little pressure is 
sufficient to sway the market. During the 
last few days a number of conjectures in re- 
gard to Washington Park have almost precip- 
itated a small “ boom ”’ at that point.

They were making the wildest kind 
of gesticulations and were talking so loudly 
that they could be heard all over the immense 
office building. 

“Well, what does this mean about not hold- 
ing the Fair at Jackson Park?’’ they yelled at 
him. 

“Jackson Park, Mr. Olmsted saya, is too 
swampy,’’ ventured the press agent. 

“Too swampy nothing,” exclaimed they. 
“*Tt is the only place to hold the Fair, and we 
protest against making any changes.” 

The quartet then grew more excited than 
ever, and they actually became angry at Mr. 
Murphy because he would not express their 
views and openly denounce the whole busi- 
ness an outrage. - 

“Do you suppose we would have purchased 
options on Jackson Park if we had known 
that there was any doubt about where the Ex- 
position was to be placed?” said one. “* Why, 
of course not.” 

The quartet finally departed. The men had 
no sooner left headquarters, however, than 
another disappointed group of Jackson Park 
speculators appeared, and Mr. Murphy was 
again compelled to answer silly questions.

BLACK EYE FOR COL. CORBIN. 


The House Refuses to Let Him Hold a 
World's Fair Position. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 13.—[Special.]— 
The House had a great issue this afternoon. 
The issue was Col. H. C. Corbin. The House 
refused to agree to the joint resolution passed 
by the Senate to permit him to accept a posi- 
tion in connection with the World’s Columbian 
Exposition. This result was mainly due to the 
fact that Mr. Cutcheon of Michigan was not 
prepared to give the information asked for by 
members of which he, having charge of the 
resolution, should have had at hand. Mr, 
Rogers of Arkansas said he was informed that 
Col. Corbin had been frequently detailed 
in civil employment during the last fifteen 
years, and if it was true that he was a seeket 
of soft places the resolution ought not to 
pass. Military officers, hesaid, ought to de- 
vote their whole time, energy, and intellect to 
military affairs or leave the army. Mr. Rog- 
ers inquired whether Col. Corbin had 
been detailed in civil employment in Wash- 
ington City during the Hayes Administration. 
Mr. Cutcheon was unable to answer this ques- 
tion. He only knew that the commission of 
the World’s Columbian Exposition unani- 
mously desired the services of Col. Corbin, 
and that the joint resolution was approved by 
the Secretary of War, and no objection was 
made by the General of the Army.

STOPPING A BIG LEAK. 


THE CHICAGO OPERA-HOUSE SAID TO 
BE OUT ABOUT $25,000. : 


Albert Beaumont Is Charged with the Re- 


Charge of Embezzlement—His Scheme, 

It Is Claimed, Was to Sell “ Lithograph 
Passes”—Have Other Theaters Suffered ? 
—What the Managers Say. 

By the arrest of Albert Beaumont, the ad- 
vertising agent of the Chicago Opera-House, 
the managers of that theater believe they have 
stopped a leak through which nearly $25,000 
found its way. Beaumont’s alleged scheme 
consisted in a traffic in passes to the perform- 
ances. By virtue of his position he had con- 
trol of all the passes issued to persons who 
allow the advertising theatrical lithograph a 
place in their show windows. The allowance 
made by the management for the owner 
of the store where the lithographs are 
displayed is two seats a week. The 
orders for the delivery of the seats were sup- 
posed to be mailed by Beaumont to the proper 
persons at stated intervals. 
Instead of doing this, it is claimed, he sold 
the greater number of lithograph tickets, as 
they are called, and pocketed the proceeds, 
minus a commission to agents acting for him. 
Beaumont has been in the employ of the 
management of the Chicago Opera-House for 
over three years, and it is claimed that the 
transactions have been going on during the 
entire period. At first sight it strikes one 
that there must have been a tremendous 
deal of stupidity somewhere to account for 
the fact that discovery did not come sooner. 
It would appear that the displayers of the 
lithographs, upon the stoppage of their allow- 


box-office. In many instances complaints 
were made, but as people who display the 
pictures have a reputation for kicking occa- 
sionally and wanting a great deal for a little, 
the complaints were marked down as attribut- 
able to the ‘“‘same old kick,” and little atten- 
tion was paid. Then, again, the complainants 
at the Chicago Opera-House were always re- 
ferred to Beaumont, who, it is said, was not 
long in squaring himself with the complain- 
ing people. 
Suspicion and Arrest. 
Suspicion was finally directed to Beaumont 


sionally were admitted on lithograph tickets 
who were known to have no right to them. 
The other was that the advertising agent was 
apparently living ata rate of expense not 
justified by his salary of $20 a week. He wore 
diamonds and accounted for their possession 
by saying that they were merely an advertise- 
ment for a diamond broker, who allowed him 
to wear them to stimulate trade among his 
friends. 

Beaumont also had a stable consisting of 
two good horses and a blooded colt, which 
must have cost a pretty sum to maintain. 
He had a handsomely-furnished house as well, 
stocked with the good things that make life 
enjoyable. 

So, after three years of exemption Beau- 
mont was put under the espionage of detect- 
ives. The detectives took Lake street as a 
starter and went toa majority of the places 
displaying lithographs of *‘ The Crystal Slip- 
per’? and asked each proprietor when he had 
last received passes tothe theater on the 
strength of the display in his window. The 
answers showed that in the greater number of 
places nothing in the shape of a free ticket 
had been seen for weeks. One man placed 
the time at four months, another at three, and 
some said that the period was so long that its 
limit was lost to memory. This 
established the fact that the passes 
were diverted from their proper channel and 
Beaumont was still more closely watched. He 
was finally seen to turn overa bundle of the 
tickets to men from whom the detectives suc- 
ceeded in purchasing a supply. 

As the result Beaumont was arrested at noon 
yesterday by Matt Pinkerton and taken be- 
fore Justice Lyons, who held him in $2,500 
bonds on the charge of embezzlement. Bail 
was furnished by Henry Fuchs, No. 130 Clark 
street. 

Is the Conspiracy Widespread ? 
After his arrest Beaumont is said to have 
made a full confession, which implicated sev- 
eral advertising agents connected with other 
theaters. The Chicago Opera-House agent is 
said to have been at the head of the 
syndicate, which furnished  sub-agents 
with passes at ai stated price. In 
no case was a ticket given up unless 
the cash were forthcomimg. By this means a 
thriving trade was carried on that kept the 
pockets of the plotters well lined at all times. 
The liability of Chicago managers in the 
matter of lithograph tickets made it possible 
for the handlers to secure goodly sums. No 
more free tickets are issued in this city than 
elsewhere, but each is exchangeable for two 
‘seats, while in New York and Boston they call 
for two admissions only. The sub-agents, it 
is said, made a practice of working the large 
retail and wholesale houses, where the clerks 
were glad of an opportunity to take their best 
girls to the theater and provide them with 
first-class seats at one-half box-office prices. 
At first blush it would seem that the loss to 
the theater management was more a negative 
than a positive one, inasmuch as the tickets 
were for free use under any circumstances, 
but this is far from the truth. The sub-agents 
made a practice of selling them to people who 
were theater-goers, whose money would other- 
wise have gone to swell the receipts of the 
house, 
Manager David Henderson of the Chicago 
Opera-House said yesterday afternoon that 
the loss to the Chicago theaters would average 
$1,000 a week through the practices of their ad- 
vertising agents The loss to his own house, 
he said, was particularly heavy owing to the 
great scale upon which the frauds had been 
committed. 
Beaumont is said to have had control of 
about 600 tickets each week. Deducting from 
this number those that he was compelled to 
apply to proper purposes for cautionary 
reasons there would be left a large number to 
place upon the market. It is said that the 
groceries with which his house is supplied and 
some of the furniture have been paid for by 
tickets for seats at performances. This makes 
it appear that there was collusion between 
him and tradesmen. 
One thing that has prevented detection in 
the past is the fact that many store and 
saloon keepers are in the habit of selling 
their passes instead -of personally using 
them. Then again it has been a custom 
for a class of .men to follow on the heels of 
lithograph posters and purchase the tickets 
that are left by them with the purpose of sell- 
ing at an advanced price. This, however, 
does not apply to Beaumont’s case; for his 
tickets were delivered by mail and were not 
given to the lithograph carriers for distribu- 
tion. 
It Has Been an Open Secret, 


At the Columbia Theater last evening Al 
Hayman and Will Davis talked freely about 
the disclosures of the day, and said that man- 
agers and lessees of theaters had always 
known that there was more or less abuse 
in the handling of lithograph tickets, but 
they confessed that they were surprised at the 
gigantic scale upon which the arrest of the 
afternoon had shown the sale of such tickets 
was carried on. 

_“The system at this theater,” said Mr. 
Hayman, *‘ compels each holder of such tick- 
ets to get his seats at the box office the night of 
the performance; this serves -as a check to 
dishonest practices, though it would not put a 
stop to them altogether, if advertising em- 
ployés were inelined to be dishonest.

He Goes Farther than B and Includes 
All Dutiable ¢ 

New York, Aug. 13.—The Herald’s Wash- 
ington special says: ‘‘ Senator Allison’s posi- 
tionon Mr, Blaine’s reciprocity policy.is of 
‘interest these days of White House dinners, 
committee conferences, soon. Senator 
Allison agreed with many things which Secre- 
tary Blaine said in the famous lecture de- 
livered to Allison, Hale, and Blackburn. He 
indorsed the Secretary’s criticism of high 
duties of the bill, especially the distrimination 
against SouthAmerican wool. But when it came 
to sugar he and the Secretary of State had no 


none today. Senator Allison has so much of 
the milk of human kindness in his make-up 


experienced statesman. Senator, Allison 
is for free sugar because he is 
convinced that it means cheap sugar. He 
looks upon the talk of a market in Cuba or 
Brazil for American breadstuffs as humbug, 
and insists that the only effect of reciprocity 
on the sugar line would) be to keep up the 
price of sugar without increasing the price of 
farm products. But if there is to be reciproci- 
ty Senator Allison thinks it supremely ridicu- 
lous to enter into a jug-handled arrangement 
when the only thing in the jug is sweetened 
water. He holds that cheap clothing is of 
as much account as cheap food and 
he does not see the value of an 
arrangement which will let in sugar in return 
for an imaginary market and shut out wool 
on the same conditions. This is a gentle 
thrust at Blaine, who has , consented to leave 
wool out of his arrangement at the request of 
the President. But Senator Allison would go 
further than sugar and wool and enlarge the 
list of non-dutiable products all along the 
line. He wants genuine reciprocity or elise 
the protective system left intact. And Sena- 
tor Aldrich in drawing his amendment has 
put a good deal of the Allison idea into it.” 


DISCOVERY OF A BIG TENNESSEE CAVE. 


A Belief That It Will Surpass the Mam- 

moth in Size and Grandeur, 
Normanpy, Tenn., Aug. 13.—[{Special.]—

seems to surpass the Mammoth Cave in size 
and grandeur.

RAILROADS CENSURED BY MISTAKE. 


Non-Offenders Ordered to Build Fences 
Along Their Tracks. 

Commissioner Purdy has sent around a cir- 
cular letter to some offending railroads which 
have not yet put fences along their tracks 
warning them to do so or else compiy with the 
law requiring the trains not to exceed ten 
miles an hour. 

The Chicago and Western Indiana and near- 
ly all the roads using these track were repri- 
manded, and Vice-President Thomas, enter- 
ing the City-Hall yesterday to see Commis- 
sioner Purdy, was handed his letter.

HEAVY RAINS IN CENTRAL ILLINOIS. 


The Long Drought Broken, but Too Late 
to Save the Corn Crop, 

Brioomineton, Ill., Aug. 13.—{Special.]— 
The first rain that has fallen here in six weeks 
began early this morning and has continued 
steadily all day. Though great damage to 
crops had already been done by the drought 
the condition of things will be materially im- 
proved by the showers of today. The dust 
was several inches deep on streets and county 
roads and the pastures dusty and eaten bare. 
The farmers had been obliged to feed their 
stock upon corn cut from the fields and to haul 
water long distances, owing to the failure of 
wells, 

The potato crop in Central Illinois is shorter 
by far this year than it has been for several 
years. The farmers report the yield very 
light, and comparatively few will have pota- 
toes tosell. Grocers today paid $1.25 a bushel 
for the product.

QUEEN OF THE ATLAN 


THE STEAMER TEUTONIC DEPOSES THE 
CITY OF PARIS, 


The Fast White Star Liner Crosses from 


Roche’s Point te Sandy Hook in 5 Days | 


19 Hours and 5 Minutes, Beating the 
Best Previous Record by Thirteen Min- 
utes—The Vessel Covers 513 Miles in a 
Single Day—The Passenger List. ' 

New Yorx, Aug. 13.—[Special. }—Another 
notch has been cut in the record of ocean 
travel. The record is now 5 days 19 hours and 
5 minutes, made by the White Star steamship 
Teutonic, which arrived today after the most 
remarkable run ever made across the Atlantic. 
The best previous record is 5 days 19 hours 
and 18 minutes, made by the City of Paris 
last year. 

The Inman Line steamship’ City of New 
York also arrived today, It made the trip in 
less than six days, but did not come within 
three hours of the Teutonic’s time, When it 
was announced that the two vessels were 
to sail on: the same day and with- 
im an hour of each other the great- 
est interest in shipping circles was 
manifested in the result. That arace was in 
progress which would test the merits of the 
two steamships to their utmost was evident. 
Excitement over the event has run high dur- 
ing the last week, and considerable money 
has been put up onthe result. The odds, 
however, were in favor of the White Star 
steamship owing to the fast trip made by the 
Teutonic last month, when it covered the dis- 
tance in five days twenty-one hours and fifty- 
five minutes. The best run of the City of 
New York was six days four hours and seven- 
teen minutes. 

Capt. Watkins, who commanded the City of 
Paris when it made its “record” voyage, is 
now in command of the City of New York, 
having been transferred from the former to 
the latter vessel. Capt. Watkins was a disap- 
pointed man today. He had been up all night 
and was considerably worried over his defeat. 

“Well,” said he, “ there is one consolation: 
the Paris still holds the record for the fastest 
one day’s steaming. We covered 515 miles in 
one day, and kept up the 500 mile trick for 
several days’ running. The fastest day’s run 
made by the Teutonic was but 512. € are, 
therefore, three miles ahead of her in that 

rticular.” Capt. Watkins denied that there

The Teutonic sailed from Liverpool in com- 
gang with the City of New York Aug. 7. Next 

ay at sunrise both vessels steamed into 
Queenstown for additional rs and 
mails. Ata ME ee ag 2 p.m. the Teutonic 
was abreast of Roche’s Point, and a few hours 
later was headed out to sea, plowingt h 
the Atlantic at a twenty-one ot gait. T 
City of New York had a start of about thirty- 
five minutes of the Teutonic, and when the 
latter reached the open sea its rival could be 
plainly seen about ten miles to the eastward.

e race had now begun in earn and 
both the passengers and crews of ag Fae 
watched the race with eager interest. The 
vessels were still in sight of each other as the 
morning dawned on Aug. 8, when a stro 
southeasterly breeze was blowitig sin 
which the Teutonic forged rapidly » COV- 
ering a distance of 473 miles in twenty-four 
hours. The New York was not far behind, al- 
though it could be seen that the White Star 
liner was avo | on it. 

On the second day the Teutonf made 496 
miles, which increased its lead over the New 
York by ten miles, as the latter covered but 
486 miles on that day. Then Capt. Irving de- 
termined to give the*Teutonic ter head- 
way, and a magnificent burst of s ensued, 
in which the White Star liner, during the next 
twenty-four hours, placed 512 miles to its 
credit. The City of New York made only 485 
miles on that day, and at 1 o’clock Sunda 
morning the hghts of the City of New Yor 
sank out of sight in the eastern horizon. 

Next day the City of New York covéred 494 
miles, its greatest day’s run of the trip, while 
the Teutonic covered an even 500 miles, 
the next twenty-four hours the Teutonic’s run 
was 485 miles. On the final day, from Tues- 
day noon until nee minutes past 4 yester- 
day morn, when the Teutonic came abreast of 
the Sandy Hook lightship, it covered the re- 


maining 340 miles. | 
Early as it was, most of the were 

on deck, and when the Sandy Hook lightship 

was sighted and Capt. Irving had conveyed the 


welcome news that the Teutonic .had broken 
the record by thirteen minutes the greatest 
enthusiasm prevailed. All the way up the 
bay and until its dock. at the foot of West 
Tenth street was reached the victar was con 
stantly saluted by passing vessels. About 
three hours later the City of New York 
steamed into the harbor, arriving at its dock 
at half-past 9. 
Traveled Farther than Its Rival. 

Another fact which would seem to add to 
the laurels won by the Teutonic is that the 
course covered by the White Star liner was 
2,806 miles, while that of the. City of New 
York was but 2,791 miles, The Teutonic, 
therefore, had fifteen miles more to go than 
the New York. This would mean in time 
about forty-five minutes, which would appear 
to add another hour to its rival’s defeat. 

The Teutonic’s previous best run from 
Roche’s Point was made on the trip before the 
last one in five days twenty-one hours and 
fifty-five minutes. The Teutonic brought 
over 440 first and second cabin passengers.

Erastus Wiman’s Address to the Sons of St. 
George at New York. 

New York, Aug. 13.—[Special.]—There was 
alarge assemblage of English workingmen 
and their wives and children at Jones’ Wood 
today.

“The duty and the power of the English- 
men in Americaareepitomized in two wo! 

Up to within a 
recent period neither of these privileges 
been much availed by the Englishmen. Yet 
it is difficult to conceive what — duty or 
nobler purpose could animate an Englishman 
than to participate in the government of such 
a country as this. 

“The impression made by the Irish people 
in America is greater than that of alien 
race, It is a strange study that a peo who 
are practically unable to govern themselves 
should without previous experience or without 
the slightest knowledge practically govern the 
greatest nation under the sun. a rule, 
without advanced education—in possession 
only wf the natural shrewdness, humor, and 
adaptability which characterize the Irish peo- 
ple—they have achieved a power umequal else- 
where in the world’s history.”

pensions in England. Those which have in- 
curred his strongest hostility are pensions of 
$45,000 a year to the Duke of Richmond and 
$34,350 to the Duke of Grafton, which are 
mementos of Charles II. and which will con- 
tinue until there is a failure of male issue, and 
that of over $81,000 which is paid yearly to the 
Prince of Wales. This perpetual payment 
was fixed fifty-two years ago as compensation 
to the Duchy of Cornwall for the loss of net 
income from duties on tin. As these 
duties in 1888 amounted to $56,780, it will be 
seen that the Prince is making a gvod thing 
out of it, as he receives over $81,000 an- 
nual compensation for the loss of only a part 
of the above amount in duties. There is not 
much danger that the Prince will be cut off 
from this allowance upon applicat‘on of Mr. 
Bradlaugh, who is not in good odor with any 
party except the Radicals,

note. Money was in good demand at the 
banks, and discount rates firm at 6@7 per 
cent. New York exchange closed at 70c 
discount per $1,000 between banks.

Why does not the 
Controller protest against the scandalous ex- 
travagance as demonstrated by the pay-rolls 
which are submitted to him? Has Purdy, 
like the police officers, been wickedly deceiv- 
ing the Mayor about this thing? 


THE FAIR SITE ONCE MORE. 

A few months ago there was much competi- 
tion for places as Exposition directors. There 
is not so much now. He who becomes one 
may be looked on as a brave man. For it has 
been discovered that a seat on the board is 
not a sinecure, but that it means hard work 
and a persistent fight to overcome obstacles 
which have a wonderful faculty of coming to 
life again the moment after they were thought 
to be disposed of. 

There is another snarl about the Lake- 
Front. The Illinois Central will not agree, 
should the lawsuit be decided in its favor, to 
pay what the directors will have expended for 
filling in the outer harbor. The road evident- 
ly wants to force the city to accept the com- 
promise which the latter refused—a swap of 
properties and the payment of a million and a 
half to boot by the Central. Perbaps it is for 
this reason that it will not say whether it will 
or will not enjoin the directors if they start to 
do any fillingin. It is easy for the road to 
declare its intentions on this point, but ap- 
parently it will not. Even were it to say the 
directors might go ahead and fill at their peril 
the latter might not choose to take the risk of 
losing two million dollars or more. 

Nor anything been heard from theSec- 
retary of War as to whether he will allow the 
outer harbor to be interféred with. Secretary 
Lincoln made an order that there should be 
no encroachments on it till the suit was de- 
cided. The present Secretary may revoke 
this order, but on the other hand he may hesi- 
tate to do so till he has satisfied himself as to 
his power. The United States built the outer 
harbor to accommodate the commerce of the 
city. If it is proposed to change materially 
the use to which that harbor is to be put the 
Secretary may think that Congress ought to be 
consulted about it. If he should forbid an 
encroachment on the harbor till the pending 
suit before the Supreme Court is settled it 
would be necessary to appeal to the President. 

The Lake-Front site may be said to be hung 
up till the Council reassembles. That body 
passed an ordinance allowing the directors to 
use not less than 150 acres. If the latter can 
not make an agreement w:th the railroad they 
will have to wait till the Council can make an 
arrangement with that corporation, if possi- 
ble, or the directors will have to refuse to ac- 
cept the Council ordinance and ask for a new 
one allowing them to use the fifty acres which 
stretch along Michigan avenue. If the Alder- 
men will not do that it will be impossible to 
use any part of the Lake-Front for fair pur- 
poses and the “ gateway ”’ will have to go. 

The unfortunate directors are also in hot 
water about Jackson Park. They sent for 
Mr. Olmsted to get his views as to how the 
land could be improved for permanent park 
pu and at the same time be made most 
availabte as a site for Fair buildings. He re- 
ports that if the original plans are carried out 
there will be but 110 acres for buildings. The 
rest of the 500 acres the directors thought they 
had will be water mainly. The Park Board 
will not pay for filling up spaces which it will 
want to dig out afterwards, and the directors 
will not care to stand the expense. Mr. Olm- 
sted says also that for various reasons there 
will be no room for live stock at Jackson 


’ Park. The farmers will be taken aback 


by this and will ask where they are to go, and 
whether there is to be no rest for the soles of 
their feet. 

All this looks rather dreary, but it will be 
followed as before by the cheering dawn of 
new hopes. The directors have been stumped 
often seemingly, but have managed always to 
get through all right, and so they will this 
time. There is private land near Jackson 
Park which can be had. There is the 
Midway Plaisance which connects the 
two parks.~ There are the Washington 
Park Club grounds. There is also the big 
common in Washington Park, the use of 
which the Commissioners will give, no doubt, 
if they find that it is necessary, for it is not 
in constant use and will not be harmed by the 
erection of temporary buildings. Then the 
Lake-Front by no means has been abandoned ; 
the seeming difficulties in the way of getting 
it may yet be adjusted. 

In some way or other the board will man- 
age to get.a firm footing on solid earth. But 
it is pretty certain that when its members do 
get out of the woods every one of them will 
say he never wants to hear the word “site” 
again as long as he lives. 


GRATIFYING PROGRESS. 

At last the Lottery bill is making progress. 
The Senate Committee has made a favorable 
report, and there will be no objection on the 
part of the people if that body should lay 
aside all other business long enough to dis- 


pass it. Meanwhile, in the other House, the 
Speaker, at the request of members of the 
committee and a hundred members of the 
House, has set apart next Saturday for the 
consideration of the bill. This has given am- 
ple notice to members of the House who may 
be junketing in Boston or elsewhere, and they 
will have time to get back to their duties. 
There is no danger to the bill except from ab- 
senteeiam, and as sufficient time has been 
given members to return they now cannot 
shirk the responsibility. If the bill is lost by 
further delay the responsibility will rest upon 
the Republican majority in the House, and 
members will be held strictly accountable. 
Under the rules the majority can pass any leg- 
islation it favors. The Attorney-General has 
given his opinion that legislation of the kind 
proposed is constitutional, and that it 
is competent for Congress to authorize 
the Postmaster-General to refuse the use of 
the mails to any persons engaged in the lot- 
tery business and to make the mailing of lot- 
tery material a continuous offense. It is high 
time, therefore, for Congress to use its power 
and drive the gamblers out of the mails and 
the express offices. It is time not alone to 
come to the relief of Louisiana and North Da- 
kota—for in the latter State the danger is im-

The moral sentiment of the country 
is fully aroused and the Republican party 
must take its stand irrespecti:e of what Dem- 
ocrats may do or however arrogantly the lot- 
tery lobby may bluster.

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WHEN A STRIKE IS A CRIME. 
The strike on the New York Central rail- 


widely different in its character and possible 


consequences from that agaimst a private 1n- | 


dividual or corporation, and if the act be 
really wrong it becomes a crime against so- 
ciety. Hence the responsibility of advising or 
carrying out such a strike is so grave that the 
well-meaning citizen well may be warned not 
to assume it while there is any doubt of the 
step being both just and absolutely neces- 
sary. 

- Apparently the actors m these scenes do not 
stop for a moment to consider that the harm 
they do is inflicted mostly upon the poorer 
classes, many of the sufferers being much 
worse off than themselves. The rich stock- 
holder in a railroad may lose a portion or his 
income, but is little inconvenienced otherwise 
by a cessation of travel along the line. He 
can arrange his business by telegraph for long 
distances or ride by carriage for shorter ones, 
and if it is not attended to on the instant he 
ean afford to wait. But working men and 
women who depend on daily toil for the sus- 
tenance of themselves and families suffer far 
more severely, and their number often far ex- 
ceeds that of the strikers. They are prevented 
from traveling as usual between their homes 
and places of employment, or are obliged to 
pay more for transportation by other and less 
convenient means, while not a few are com- 
pelled to walk long distances, part of the time 
for which is necessarily taken from the hours 
that ought to be -devoted to sleep or other 
form of rest from the daily labor. During 
strikes on some of the street-car lines in this 
city delicate women were forced to walk four or 
five miles twice a day in bad weather, and 
many thousands of day workers of both 
sexes were inconvenienced to a far 
greater extent than possibly could be 
made up by an _ increase of pay 
to the men who refused to run the cars till 
their differences with the employing company 
were adjusted. The losses which interruption 
to freight traffic on the steam lines entails to 
the innocent owners of perishable merchan- 
dise is often scores of times greater than the 
total amount at stake in the contest. Milk, 
fruits, and vegetables by the car-load have 
spoiled beyond recourse, while poor people 
have suffered for want of them, and not a few 
country owners of this kind of property have 
been embafrassed seriotsly financially by 
losses incurred in quarrels to which they were 
made unwilling parties. 

These things ought not to beso. The men 
who are guilty of so much wrong to a large 
part of the community of which they are 
members are enemies thereto, and with a 
healthy state of public sentiment would be 
treated as such. The right of a workingman 
to leave his employment when it displeases 
him does not carry with it the right to con- 
spire with his fellow-workers against the pub- 
lic peace and the public welfare, and it is only 
a misplaced sympathy which permits him to 
do so without being immediately taken hold 
of by the strong arm of the law after having 
committed such a flagrant offense against the 
community. 


RISE IN THE PRICE OF HIDES. 

While the Ways and Means Committee was 
working on the McKinley bill it changed front 
several times on the question of hides. Twice 
it agreed to take them off the free list, and as 
often, after listening to an outcry from the 
boot and shoe manufacturers, it put them 
back again. Those who wanted to make hides 
dutiable said the farmer would be benefited 
by it; that his hides had been bringing him 
low prices for some years because of the com- 
petition of the imported article. They used 
the same arguments that are advanced by 
those who claim higher duties on wool will 
help the Ohio wool-grower. 

These two articles are alike in one respect. 
The United States, big as it is, does not grow 
all the kinds of wool its manufacturers need, 
nor does it furnish all the kinds of hides that 
the manufacturer wants. The quality of a 

vhide is affected among other things by the cli- 
mate. That of a Northern animal is thicker 
than that of a Southern one, and consequently 
better for certain purposes. Where there are 
frequent changes in climate the hide is less 
uniform in quality than where the weather is 
more constant. Where animals are housed, 
where the breed is improved by admixture 
with blooded stock, the hides become thinner. 
For certain purposes the hides brought from 
the Argentine Republic are superior to any 
grown in this country. Therefore if manu- 
factures are to be encouraged it would be un- 
wise to tax hides, for the United States does 
not produce all the varieties that are needed. 

Hides were not made dutiable, and yet they 
have advanced just about 10 per cent in price 
and will go higher. The American cattle- 
raiser is getting more, and he does not owe it 
to the tariff. Either the enormous overpro- 
duction of cattle of a few years ago has run 
its course and the supply of hides is lessening 
or the demand is increasing. If hides had 
been made dutiable the advance would have 
been charged to the tariff, but they were not, 
and that explanation is out of the question. 

The McKinley bill with its higher duties on 
wool, designed to help the Ohio wool-grower, 
has passed the House, but wool does not rise. 
It is four cents lower than last year. So it ap- 
pears that there are causes outside of and in- 
dependent of tariffs which raise and lower the 
prices of products. This is a point the Senate 
should not fail to bear in mind when discuss- 
ing the wool schedules. 


THE GRAND ARMY ENCAMPMENT. 

The twenty-fifth auniversary of the close of 
the war is cominemorated by one of the lar- 
gest and most successful reunions the Grand 
Army of the Republic ever has had. Not- 
withstanding every year reduces the number 
of the veterans their present encampment 
shows that there is no abatement in their zeal 
and enthusiasm, and that twenty-five years 
away from the war they should turn out 40,000 
strong to revive old associations and recall the 
memory of the days in camp and field shows 
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revive the loyal spirit of 1861 as the gray-haired 
veterans, representing Father Abraham’s host, 
assembled there to celebrate once more the 
memories of that stirring period and “‘ show 
how fields were won.” | 

The vast gathering at Boston is a fitting an- 
swer tothe carping critics and partisan op- 
ponents of the Grand Army who have charged 
that this organization is losing its grip, de- 
ereasing in numbers, and falling off in patri- 
otic sentiment and practical usefulness. Its 
numbers have not decreased except by death. 
It cannot be expected that there will be as 
many veterans at the next reunion as at this, 
for each year age and infirmity will naturally 
lessen the list; but with each year those who 
still remain will turn with renewed enthusiasm 
to these annual reunions, and when the last 
one has gone the sons of veterans will take up 
the work in respect to the memory of their 
fathers. The story of our country’s citizen 
soldiery who saved the Nation, their courage, 
heroism, and sacrifices, will never grow old, 
nor is there any danger that the living repre- 
sentatives of that soldiery ever will do any- 
thing to dishonor or depreciate the memory 
of the noble cause for which they fought. Bos- 
ton has done itself credit in the splendid re- 
ception it has given them. 


THE CRISIS IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 

The Democratic State Convention which 
assembled in Columbia, S. C., yesterday is 
anything but a harmonious body. As the out- 
come of the recent extraordinary campaign 


| the Tillmanites have swept the State and have 


control of the convention by an overwhelming 
majority. Of its 820 delegates they have 261, 
and as the majority of the counties have elected 
but one set of delegates to both conventions 
it is not only certain that the Tillmanites will 
reject the proposition to elect delegates to the 
September nominating convention by pri- 
maries instead of by county conventions, but 
it is possible that they may take time by the 
forelock and nominate a full State ticket at 
this convention, as it is a foregone conclusion 
that they will do it anyway in September. 

The call of the State Democratic Executive 
Committee for the present convention states 
that it is for “* the sole and exclusive purpose ”’ 
of determining whether delegates to the State 
nominating convention in September shall be 
chosen by primary election to be held ona 
certain day throughout the State, “‘and for fio 
other purpose whatever.”’ If, therefore, the con- 
vention should ,decide that it is bigger 
than the party, and it looks much as 
if it were, and should nominate a State 
ticket, there is no question that the anti- 
Tillmanites will belt. The Charleston News 
and Courier warns the Tillmanites that any 
ticket so nominated will not be the Demo- 
cratic ticket and that “any action the con- 
vention shall take outside of the limitations of 
the call will not be binding upon the Demo- 
cratic party.”” If they nominate a new State 
Executive Committee, it further notifies them 
that the present committee will be found do- 
ing business at the old stand. All the same the 
Tillmanites and their organs contend that the 
convention when assembled is supreme and 
has the right to do what it pleases. If the 
Tillmanites do what they please, they are in a 
condition to put Tweed’s question to the 
straightout Democrats, ** What are you going 
to do about it?’ 

The Tillmanites have. carried nearly every 
county in South Carolina and will carry the 
State in the election by a large majority as 
against the antis. It is a contest of the white 
people against the white aristocrats and 
officeholding ring. In‘this emergency there 
is but one ray of hupe for the straightouts 
and already they are threatening to avail 
themstlves of it. They are looking to the 
negroes for their salvation, though they 
have bulldozed, terrorized, persecuted, shot, 
and disfranchised them since 1876. Now, 
however, when dangerof an alarming kind 
threatens the Bourbon gang they are good 
enough to vote. If they are good enough to 
vote they are good enough to hold office. They 
are the balance of power and they can deter- 
mine the result of the election. In case the 
split comes, therefore, with it comes their op- 
portunity, especially if their votes are protect- 
ed by the State machine and the moneyed aris- 
tocracy. If they have wise and prudent lead- 
ers they will make a profitable bargain with 
the straightouts, whose condition promises to 
be desperate—so desperate that they will be 
ready to make almost any terms. It is the old 
story: ** When thieves fall out,” etc. 


HOW TO GET RID OF SCHWEINFURTH. 

The citizens of Rockford would be glad to 
get rid of the Rev. Mr, Schweinfurth, who 
runs a community a few miles from the city 
and calls himself the Messiah. -This individ- 
ual has brought down on himself the ill-will 
of both religious and non-religious people. 
The former are shocked by the spiritual claims 
he has. made, and the latter are offended by 
the reports of licentious practices carried on 
by the disciples of the new faith. Therefore 
both kinds of anti-Schweinfurthites are holding 
joint mass-meetings to decide on the best way 
of getting rid of the impostor. Some people 
are foolish enough to talk of tar and feathers, 
but there is no likelihood that the law-abiding 
citizens of Rockford will disgrace themselves 
after that fashion. Nor is it easy to see what 
the use is of mass-meetings. If thisman has 
broken any law let him be prosecuted and 
punished. If not, it is illegal tointerfere with 
him, 

At the meeting Tuesday night the chief 
speech against Schweinfurth was made by a 
minister, who said: ' 

The wonder all over the land is that Rockford 
has quietly permitted this strange thing, that 
one should ‘have the face to stand before God Al- 
mighty and declare himself the Son of God and 
exercise the prerogative of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
He has passed from one blasphemy to another 
until now we, as Christians and moral men, can- 
not longer keep quiet. ~ oF 

The trouble is that there is no law against a 
man making such claims. There used to be 
such laws everywhere, but they have been 
repealed pretty generally. If a man by pre- 
tending to be the Messiah swmdles any one 
out of something he has committed an action- 
able offense, but to make absurd claims to 
divinity or to pretend to work miracles is not 
acrime. It is painful to religious people 


religion rather than helps it. 

The thing to find out is whether the prac- 
tices of these Schweinfurthites are licentious 
and illegal, not whether their creed is false. 
That Joe Smith was an impostor few will deny. 
Yet the Mormon churches in Illinois are not 
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ligious people to “pool their issues,” for the 
complaints of the former aré not cognizable by 
a court, while those of the latter are. The 
man who should attend to the matter is the 
prosecuting attorney. He should find out 


| what laws have been broken and proceed 


against the offenders.. If he should find addi- 
tional law is needed the Legislature will be in 
session soon and can give it. 

A PROPOSED DUTY ON BLOCK TIN, 

Tuesday the-provision of the Tariff bill rais- 
mg the duty on tin-plate from 1 to 2.2 cents 
per pound came up in the Senate, and Senator 
Moody of South Dakota in the course of the 
discussion asked Senator Aldrich if it was not 
true that the Finance Committee had agreed 
to offer an amendment imposing a duty on 
tin after the ist of January, 1892. He was 
answered in the affirmative, and then pro- 
ceeded to observe: 

There was no provision in the bill of more im- 
portance to the of his own State, and to 
a large portion of the people of theUnited States, 
than the provision that would imposea duty of 
4 cents a pound on metallic tin. Within the last 
six years the most extensive and probably the 
richest tin mines in the world had been discovered 
in the Black Hills in South Dakota and Wyoming. 
There were three tin mining districts there. 
Companies had been organized and were ready to 
commence the necessary improvements as soon 
as it was demonstrated that they would not be 
crushed out by foreign combinations. Not only 
was the tin there, but the iron for which the tin- 
plate and the coal out of which the coke was to 
be made for the fuel todo the work with. Within 
a radius of a few hundred miles there could be 
— successfully the manufacture of tin- 
pia 

It passes all understanding how a majority 
of the Finance Committee could assent to 
this proposition to take tin off the free list 
and make it dutiable. The McKinley proposi- 
tion is bad enough, but this ig infinitely 
worse. The McKinleyites claim that if the 
duty on tin-plate is raised, the increase to go 
into effect July 1, 1891, Pittsburg manufactur- 
ers will be seen at work turning out plate. 
But tin itself they left on the free list, because 
nobody ventured to say that there was any 
prospect of the starting of tin-plate mills if 
that raw material were taxed. 

But now come the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee and Senator Moody and say that American 
tin must be protected, and that the future 
seat of the tin-plate industry of the United 
States must be not Pittsburg nor Chicago 
but the Black Hills, and in order that 
that industry shall be built up m that remote 
region a duty of 20 per cent shall be levied on 
tin. What will the farmers’ milk-pail and 
cup cost him when they are made out of the 
protected tin of South Dakota and Wyoming? 

Before any such insane scheme as this is 
put through these Black Hills tin mines, most 
of which are said to be owned by Englishmen, 
should prove that they are unable to stand 
alone, and also that they are worth encourage- 
ment. It is said that American labor cannot 
compete with that of the natives of , Malacca 
or Banca and Billiton. That is cheap labor, 
no doubt, but the-Cornish miner, better paid, 
fed, clothed, and housed than the Malaysian, 
manages to stand up against it. Cornish tin 
needs no protection against that brought from 
Singapore. Why should the Black Hills tin be 
more defenseless? 

The Senate cannot assume the responsibility 
of doubling the price of tin utensils without 
more ihfurmation than it posseases now. It 
should know just what these Black Hills mines 
can do, and even if it finds them valuable it 
cannot be so foolish as to think it possible 
that the tin-plate industry can be set up out in 
the wilds. This looks like an attempt to boom 
some tin mines owned by foreigners at the ex- 
pense of the consumers of the United 
States. The imports of tin during the 
fiscal year 1888-’89 were thirty-three million 
pounds. How much can the Black Hills fur- 
nish? Can they supply the demand even with 
years of fostering? There is no evidence that 
it can be done. 

The safe thing for the Senate to do is to put 
the duty on tin-plate back at a cent a pound, 
to leave tin on the free list, and then let the 
Black Hills mines go ahead and show what 
they can do. As for Senator Moody, the rep- 
resentative of a purely agricultural State, he 
would be in much better business getting new 
markets for the wheat of his people than 
booming this visionary project or grab game 
that is now engrossing his attention.

The Part of the Judge’s Charge Reciting 
the Evidence Against Him, 

Chicago Evening Journal: It will be recol- 
lected that the opinion of the Supreme Court 
affirming the judgment in the case of the con- 
victed Anarchists was along and elaborate 
review of the entire proceedings as regards 
both the law and the evidence.

OPPOSED TO ADDITIONAL JUDGES. 


Gov. Fifer Probably Will Not Issue a Call 
for Their Election. 

Those who conversed with Gov. Fifer yester- 
day concerning the proposition to call for the 
election of two additional Judges of the Su- 
perior Court were led to believe that he would 
nut issue such a call. Most of the leading 
Republicans are opposed to additional Judges. 
They say there are enoughJudges now. Then 
there is doubt as to the right of the Governor 
to call for the election of such Judges without 
further legislation. 

In the same connection it may be said that 
there 1s hardly a Republican of any standing 
who is not opposed to the proposal to let the 
Democrats name Judge Prendergast’s suc- 
cessor on the County Court bench. All the 
members of the Republican County Commit- 
tee are opposed to it. They say that all the 
Election Commissioners, and all the Election 
Commissioners’ employés, with the 
solitary exception oof Sam Parker 
are Democrats now. They are satisfied 
that the Election law cannot be administered 
in a wholly satisfactory manner as long as 
that is the case. The office is essentially a 
political one. The Republicans will nomi- 
nate a candidate for the place beyond a doubt. 
They have excellent material to choose from. 
They can elect their man, whether it be Mr. 
Bliss, Mr. Maher, or Mr. Brentano. 

The County Committee at its meeting today 
will probably appoint Sept. 13 for the conven- 
tion in order that sufficient time may be al- 
lowed for an examination of the list of judges 
and of the present boundaries before the call 
is published. The call will be issued, of 
course, under the Crawford law. Heretofore 
it has been the practicc to allow the commit- 
teemen to fix the precinct boundaries for 
their respective wards and to pick their judges. 
After this is done there is no review. The 
committeemen in many instances have 
resorted to sharp practice and _ skull- 
duggery under this system. It is time to call 
a halt. Chairman Dixon said yesterday: 
“I will not sign any call for a convention 
until I am satisfied that the law is fairly and 
honestly complied with—that is, until the 
wards are divided into compact precincts 
having nearly the same number of Republican 
voters and the judges of election are those 
duly qualified under the law. The Republic. 
an voters will have a fair chance to express 
their preferences for delegates at the ap- 
proaching primaries.” 

Particular attention will be given today to

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THE POLICE ENJOINED FROM INTER- 
FERING WITH CORRIGAN. 


Judge Horton Grants the Injunction and 

' the Amended Bill Is Filed—The Amend- 
ed Bill Does Not Charge Mayor Cregier 
with Corruption Directly—Mike McDon- 
ald Has a Thing or Two to Say—Hutch- 
inson Is Going to Hustle Things. 


The much-talked-of bill to enjoin the Mayor, 
Chief of Police, and subordinates from inter- 
fering with Ed Corrigan in the business of 
selling pools on the West Side race track has 
been tiled at length, and Judge Horton has 
granted the injunction prayed for. The bill 
was mailed to Judge Horton at St. Clair, 
Mich. Yesterday it was returned with Judge 
Horton’s temporary restraining order, in- 
dorsed on the back in the Judge’s hand. The 
wording is as follows: 

Let an injunction issue against the defendants, 
their agents, employés, officers under them, etc., 
named in above restraining them from 
arresting, interfering with or preventing the offi- 

agents, managers, or employés of complain- 
ant from making books or within the 
actual-inclosure mentioned in said bill, also from 
a : of said Fry pony making 
or se pools as resal cense 
to them ro issued by the City of Chicago 
cdi 
v 

agent O. H. Horton, Judge. 

The injunction was granted upon the second 
draft or so-called amended bill, though as 
the original! bill was not filed before this one 
cannot properly be called an amended bill. 

The injunction is sweeping in its nature and 
grants all the relief asked for in the bill. The 
main differences between the “ original ” and 
**amended ”’ biils are that the latter does not 
charge the Mayor and Chief of Police with 
corruption except upon information and be- 
lief, while the first bill made the charges posi- 
tively and directly. 

The bond in the sum of $5,000 was filed, with 
De Witt. H. Curtis as surety. Mr. Curtis is 
the treasurer of the nominal complainant, the 
Chicago Fair and Trotting B rs’ Associa- 
tion, and the bill is sworn to by him.

The Police Are Restrained. 


As soon as the Mayor had been served with 
the papers in the Corrigan injunction matter 
he proceeded to the office of the Chief of Po- 
lice and notified Acting Chief Brennan to no- 
tify the police that the injunction had been 
granted by the court and that the police should 
not interfere in any way with Corrigan’s race- 
track, unless it was to maintain the peace and 
preg the city and State. Subsequently 
the following order was issued by the Police 
Department :

NEEDS OF THE TEMPERANCE PEOPLE. ~ 


Views of Albert Griffin of the Anti-Saloon 
Republican Committee. 

Albert Griffin, Chairman of the Anti-Saloon 
Republican National Committee, was at the 
Leland yesterday. He discussed the influence 
of the liquor-men on politics and gave his 
opinion on the coming campaign. In regard 
to the anti-saloon question he said: . 

“The most imperative need of the hour is 
more temperance people. Today outside the 
prohibitory States three-fourths of the men 
and one-half of the women drink more or 
less, and while that state of facts continues 
the temperance question will have to be 
handled witheare. The victories at Vicksburg 
and Gettysburg saved the Union, and in doing 
so saved the Republican party also. A great 
pledge-signing revival at this time would give 
the temperance cause a speedy triumph, and 
the Republican party How? B 
once more enthusing its best elements and 
making it attractive to generous young man- 
hood by closing a multitude of Democratic 
recruiting stations and lifting out of the slums 
tens of thousands of voters who will vote the 
slum ballots, and by so arousing the best im- 
pulses of drinking Republicans that the most 
of them would decide to reform, or at least to 
remain with the party even when it strikes 
deadly blows at the saloon.

Wheat Makes a Stiff Advance, Which Is 
Followed by a Reaction. 

December wheat touched $1.053¢ yesterday 
and September wheat $1.02%, but this stiff ad- 
vance over Tuesday failed to hold. It was a 
day of wide fluctuation, great excitement, and 
an immense volume of business.

Six 
months ago Mr. Winter had his shelves full 
of goods, but there was a dearth of customers. 
The F. M. B. A. had placed a boycott upon 
the whole town and ruin stared its merchants 
in the face. Now Mr. Winter is here with 
cheerful aspect to buy new stock, and he re- 
lated with natural satisfaction how the change 
was brought about. | 

“Warren was in the center of a hotbed of 
F. M. B. A. lodges,” said Mr. Winter. “The 
farmers about us were all smitten 
with the codperative store idea. Warren 
being entirely dependent upon the farmers’ 
trade for subsistence was apparently at their 
mercy. They came atus with propositions to 
run our stores on the F. M. B. A. plan, we 
furnishing the capital and labor both and 
selling all articles at a mere 10 per cent ad- 
vance upon the cost price. We could not af- 
ford to do it, and it was the unanimous decis- 
ion if all our merchants to stand or fall to- 
gether in the inevitable battle. We have won 
the fight, but it has been a hard struggle. 

‘“* Everything was dead in Warren after the 
boycott was declared. Our local paper was 
suspended and the merchants took an en- 
forced vacation from business. The tri- 
county fair which has been held in Warren 
every year has always been one of the most 
successful country fairs in the West. The 
three counties participating were Huntington, 
Wells, and Grant. The farmers decided to 
boycott the fair also, and it was practically 
decided not to attempt holding one this year. 
But the fair will be held as usfial next month 
and the farmers will be there. ; 

“You see, after they had boycotted War- 
ren they began trading at little country cross- 
road stores which had to run their 
places on the 10 per cent F. M. B. A. sched- 
ule. Butif we could not afford it still less 
could they. The tarmers had to pay cash, 
whereas they had been accustomed all their 
lives to.the long credit system. ‘This operated 
in our favor. en they began to suspect that 
the F. M. B, A. stores were making both ends 
meet by resorting todouble invoices. And there 
was reason in the suspicion when sugar and 
other staple articles were marked up higher 
than we sold them at in Warren. fartn- 
ers wondered what advantage there was in the 
F. M. B. A. store anyhow. 

“They had to come to Warren for their 
mail, and one by one they dropped their alle- 
giance to the association and resumed dealing 
with us. The better. class was the first to be- 
come disaffected with the association, and the 
others are gradually dropping away. Now 
Warren has recovered a large proportion of its 
trade and the F. M. B. A. is broken. Six 
months ago the association was going to carry 
the county election this fall overwhelmingly. 
Election-time is coming around and no talk 1s 
heard of an F. M. B. A. ticket. 

“We won the fight by sticking ther,”’ 
concluded Mr. Winters, “‘and what Warren 
has done should stand as an example to other 
towns similarly threatened.”’ 


“Our county had the first woman office- 
holder in the State of Kansas,” said J. E.
